Appendix to Senate Bill 82
Public Policy Invoived

This legislation has been recommended by the -
Retirement Research Committee. Bills introduced in
recent sessions have indicated a perception that
communication between the Investment Board and WRS
participant groups could and should be improved. The
JSCRS approved similar provisions to those found in
this bill during the 1983 session--S.B. 575 (1983).

Senate Bill 82 increases the number of WRS
participants on the Investment Board from two to three
members, and it also increases the number of investment
experts on that board from four to five. Accordingly, the
ratio of investment experts to non-experts on the
Investment Board is changed from 4/3 to 5/4, thus
maintaining a majority of investment experts on the
investment board.

CLAIMS BOARD

The State Claims Board conducted hearings at the
State Capitol Building, Madison, Wisconsin on March 1,
1985 upon the following claim:

THE BOARD FINDS:

Alsum Transport, Inc.. of Friesland claims $960.90
for damages to their truck allegedly incurred at the
entrance of the Waupun Correctional Institution on
October 9. 1983. When the Institute’s entrance gate was
opened, a gust of wind allegedly caught the gate causing
it to hit the side door of the claimant’s truck. Claimant
received $460.90 from its insurance company, Northriver
Insurance, for repair of the damages. Consistent with a
long-standing policy of this Board concerning
subrogation damages. the Board concludes $460.90 of
this claim should be denied. The Board concludes the
claim in the reduced amount of $500, the amount of
claimant’s insurance deductible, should be paid based on
equitable principles. The Board further concludes under
authority of s. 16.007(6m). Stats.. payment should be
made from the Department of Health and Social Services
appropriation s. 20.435(3Xa). Stats.
